Homestead Reguiations 


Any even numbered seotica of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting §& 
aac £3, which has not been 210méeé 
eteaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for settlers, or for othe: pur- 
pores, may be homesteaded upon by 
any person who is the sole head of 6 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of one quarter seo 
tion, of 160 acres ,more or less. 

ENTRY.—Entry mey be made per- 
the distriet in which the lant to be 
taken is situete, or, if the home 
eteader desires, he may, on applica- 
tien to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipev, or the local agent 
for the district 1p whieh the land mw 
eituate, receive authority for some 
one to make entry for bim. A fee 
of $10.00 ia charged for a homestead 
entry.
